FAITH AND PHYSICAL SfUENCK. 



Let us consider tirst wiiat we mean bj' 
physical science, or, as it is popularly 
called, science, without any further ijuali- 
iication. We mcikn the analysis ami liis- 
tory of tlie material world, and of the 
mental world as oorrolated, but only as 
correlated, with matter. Science of this 
kind lias, during the present century, 
opened, as it were, a new universe of facts 
to us. It has forced many of tlieso facts 
on our acceptance by a variety of such 
convincing proofs that wo cannot doubt 
the value of the methods by which they 
have been discovered ; these methods 
comprise a certain philoso|)bical system, 
which, being thus acciedired by tho signs 
and wonders aci ninpiishcd by it, claims to 
supply us at oiicu with the only test of 
truth and the onl}' means of discovering 
it; and the philosophy aud the discovoriua 
together, aooordiug to cuntemporaiy opin- 
a ion, have caused such a change in the 
position of civilized man that he can never 
again, even thmigli he may wish to do so, 
hold any of the beliefs or untertiiiii luiy 
of tho hoi)eH enjoined on and olFered to 
him by the religious of theists and tlieo- 
' logiaiis. fie can never, that is to say, 
believe seriously in any personal (iod, or 
in .m innnortal .soul which will be judged 
by (jfod. Ho can never seriously fear hell, 
and never seriously hope for heaven. So 
far as man is concerned, there is in tho 
universe no room for any other world than 
this. The universe is either too wide or 
too narrow fur it. Such is tho condition 
in which, for better or for worse, jihysical 
science is suppo.sed by many to have ])laced 
us there iiermanentlj', keeping our spirits 
in a pei'petual prison. 
No doubt to men brought up in such ideas 
as were prevalent in the age of faith, with 
regard to the magnitude of the earth, the 
shoi-tness of its history, and the promi- 
nent part in that liistory engrossed by the 
liuinan family, a shook has been c'Ui.jed 
^rst, by the discovei'ies of uiqdern astiun- 
Omy, and then by those of modern geol- 
ogy. As Mr. Froudo says in a well-known 
passage: "The floor of heaven, inlaid witii 
stars, sank back into an inflnite abyss of 
immeasurable space; ami the linn earth 
itself, iiiilixed from its f jundations, was 
seen to be but a siii.ill aloni in the awfu 
vastness of t-lie univiTse." H ence a throng 
of (jbvious and obstinate (pn^stionings have 
forced thomselves into the human mind, 
which, ileHi)ite their various forms, all of 
them amount to this: Is it possible that 
• the inluibitania <if so insignificant a planet 
lis the earth are really special objects of 
oiU'o, of lovo, and of judgment, to a 
Power more inilnite than the infin- 
ity of the whole physical imivorso^ 
Is it possible th.at for the.",e microscopic 
I animals anotlier home and another life is 
in store, coia|)arcd with whicdi the physi- 
cal univorse is as unimportant as these 
animals seem now, when compared with 
tho jdiysical miiverse y Above all is it 
possible that out of myriads of wtjrkls, all 
presumably inhabited, this world, this 
pigmj- world, has been seleeteil as the 
scene of a miracle so stupendou.s as that, 
of the Iiedem|)tion / .And, lastly-, are not 
tho Redeemer and (iod his Father them- 
selves lost in this labyrinth of suns, sys- 
tems and imnionsitios 'I it is ouough for 
liny present puri)080 to put the case thuH 
boldly. There are few who will not re- 
cognise the kind of doubts 1 .am alluding 
to- few, i)erliaps, who have not felt thoir 
force. With regard, then, to these doubts, 
what I have to observe is this: In the 
first place, the}' apjieal not to the reason , 
jiut solely to the moral imagiriation. The 
negations they ])roducearo of a vague and 
i^tri(ccureles(( kind, and once lot tho moral 
imagination be again set on tire l)y faith, 
t|ioy would diHapjjear like shadows, aa all 
nogabioi^ which rest on a similar basis do, 
when a coniquoring impulse rises to bo- 
beiievo tho opposite. There is, however, 
Honiothing more to add. Tho selection of 
this ono small |)lanet as tho abode of a 
raqo so special and so pro-eminent as the 
inoarnution and roilomptiou would argue 
hian to bo— the soluction of this 
earth, in fact, as tho , spiritual centre 
of all things, is an, ^-idea which 
jiroperly considered, is far loss shocking to 
tho scientific imagination than it .seems to 
bo. It is, indeed, strictly in acconlance 
with tho doctrines of evolution and natural 
,2jSel«Ction. Everything in the world that 
comes to maturity is procured by a iiro- 
C08B of what Hoemf to ua to bo boundloas 
waste. What innumerable agea "have 
gone to tho making of man I" What in- 
numerable ova are wasted for any ono 
thing that lii'os ' In tho same way, what 
myriads ujioii myriads of stare may be 
. wasted and lifolcF,B, whilst this one star 
haa receivod the ttod of Gods upon it I I 
am not ab^ut to dwell upon argument

President Clovoland's Decision — Victoria 
Owners will Claim Dnmagea for Oetea* 
tlon and Loss. 

Tho information contained in our tele- 
gram from San Francisco in reference to 
tho Bohriiig's Sea quustimi will bo wel- 
conio news to our soalurB.. Although it is 
not secured from in ollicial source yet it 
may be lakoii as perfectly reliable. 
It was the hiton(ion .qf .Yictoria ownurs 
to sund their Bolfoouers seal-huiiting in 
the disimicd waters, oven had the matter 
not beou settled before they left. How- 
over, it would now appear that thoro is 
no nocessity for going out under tho ap- 
prohenaioii that, while hunting .a hundred 
miles or so from shoro thoy might bo 
seized hy an Amorioan cruiser. Prosiduiit 
Clovelaiid's decision carries out tho opinion 
held all along by vossul-owuora hero and 
by the authorities at Ottawa, that the 
contention of tho United States to juris- 
ilictioii beyond tho marine leaguo from 
shore, was absurd and unfounded. Wo 
uiidei'staiul it is the iiiteiition of tho 
owners of tho aoizod British schooners to 
enter a claim against tho United States 
bir daniagcB, for tho illegal detention of 
their properly. It is not known at what 
point till! vessels and their cargoes will be 
delivt-reil uji, but it is staled that their 
owiuu's, if their ])roperly is not in as good 
c'liiditioii as at tho time of seizure, 
wUl refuse to accept it, and look to tho 
( >ttawa autlioritioB to secure for them a 
fair settlement.

inshore lisheries expressly denied that the 
]irivi!cge accorded to tho United States 
vessels of tisliiiig in Canadian waters was 
111.11 c v.duable 1 ban the concession made 
to (.'anadiaii lislieniieii of <a like [irivilege 
in the watiU's of the United StJitos ami 
I ho froo entry of their lisli, it is saf.. to 
assume that tho dej>artment of st^ite never 
entertained an idoa of reviving the 
treaty of Washington with tho under- 
slaii.liiig that a cash indeiiinily was again 
lo be paid to (iia'at Bril.aiii for tho right 
to enjoy the inshoro fisheries of Canada. 

Secretary B.ayard to-day aaid that ho 
wasgl.ailt.i note the increasing interest 
ni.uiifested on the subject. He felt that 
the people of tho country, outside of 
.Mass.a. liiisctts, had never re.ali'/ed its im- 
portance or apprci-iatcd the gravity of the 
alt iuaiati\-o left to the administration 
in a »loclamtioii of non-intercourse. If 
it f.aileil to oU'cct a lieaceahio ailjusluieiit 
of the diirerencos between the I'nited 
.St.ates and Great Britain res]iecting the 
construction of the treaty rights of our 
fisluunieii, it is (huibtful, ho said, if the 
interi'Sts of .San I'lancisco in maintaining 
her present coal supply from British 
Coliimliia, aside from the importance ui 
tlu! great Chicago businoaa connections 
with ('aii.ada, and of the vast irade that 
ebbs aud ll.iws acro.ss ;i,Ol)0 miles of our 
iinrtlierii b.iinidary W'.uld not oxcued the 
interest of Mas.sachusetts in tho results of 
apiilication of such an alternative of com- 
mercial iionintorcourse. Negotiations 
with (ireat Brit.aiii on the subject are pro- 
'.rressiiig and 1 hi! s<:cretary hopes that thoy 
will r.'siilt in a liaiiiKinious and satiafac- 
inry uiiilri slandiiig bet woeil that country 
ami the I nited States.

A terrible crime has just been com-

night, the conduct. .r of the oridii'Hlr.a, M. 
Auborgat, left his seat, and proiaieded, 
without warning to anyone, to the ajiart 
nieiit of M.adaiiui Lery, silualed in the 
Rue (.'r..iiil)c. .Vubergat bad long been 
paying his adilressi'S lo her, but exactly 
what passed ln.twia'U them on this oc- 
casion is not known, i he neighbors heard 
high words and rjuarrolling, and then a 
pistol shot. It seems, howovor, that no 
one thought it worth while to go and see 
what was being done till some little time 
afterw.ards, wdieii sonu. people arrivial 
from the theatre to ascertain why 
Madame Lery, who was to have 
played that night, had not made her 
aiipi'aranoo. Tlie neighbors and the 
.lie.itrical people then burst open hot 
door, and found fho unfortunate actress 
lying di:ad in a jiool of blood. She had 
been shot through the heart. Aubergat 
wa., not there. He had lUid, and, prob- 
ably, noi. knowing how to esca]ie the jieii- 
alty he <leserved bir the murder he had 
committed, ho directed his steps toward 
the level railway crossing in the Escaillon 
ipiartor of tho town, and threw liiinself in 
/roiit of the express train from Marseilles. 
He was not crushed by the train, but was 
caught up by tho iron wheel guard and 
pushed along in fro;;!, of the engine for a 
(liBtance of foul kilometres- that is to say, 
till tho train was stopped at tho Toulon 
Htation. The condition of Aubergat's 
boily was horrible to tho last degree. It 
was almost naked aud horribly mutilated. 
The Kscaillioii ciosHing to the station was 
litoi'idly strewn w'itii portioiwi of the 
man's clothing, pieces of his flesh, bis 
heart, etc., aiul also the pist»jl witli which 
he had murdered Madame Lory. The 
seuHat ion caused at the theatre when the 
murder of the actress was inado known' 
was very |iaiiiful.
